FORRNORD 


This report presents the accounting results of the 1952 fishing season for 40 inshore fishing crews operating on the 
Gaspé coast in tho Province of Quebsc. From the beginning to the end of the fishing season, the fishermen kept detailed 
records of their operaticns, including the quartities of fish sold and the income received from these sales together with 
the expenditures inourred in the catching of fish and in the mainterance and repair of boat, engina and gear. Information 
was also recorded on fishing effort and time spent, beth at sea and on shore, in activities cornected with the fishing enter- 
prise. 


In this work the fishermen were instructed and supervised by Roger Gosselin, of the Markets and Economics Service, 
Department of Fisheries, Ottawa. :
